KSU Protestors Held 
As Court Order Defied 


KENT, Ohio (AP) - Some 125 
demonstrators were being arrested at 
Kent State Univ ersity today in a 
protest ov er construction of a g y m­ 
nasium near the site of the deaths of 
four students sev en y ears ag o. 


The arrests beg an about onehalf 
hour after a deadline set by a judg e to 
leav e an encampment on the campus 
where between 100 and 300 protestors 
hav e been liv ing in a tent city for the 
past 61 day s. 


Among the first to be arrested were 
Martin Scheuer, father of Sandy I^e 
who was killed on May 4, 19 7 0, and 
Alan Canfora, who was wounded by 
National Guardsmen when they 
opened fire on antiwar demonstrators. 


The arrests were made by campus 
police and sheriff deputies equipped 
with nig ht.sticks but no firearms. 
Protestors, arms and leg s linked and 
formed in a .square, were taken 
peacefully in the initial arrests as 
demonstrators either walked or were 
carried by police to waiting buses 
before being taken to the county jail. 
Tliere was little resistance. 
Shortly before 8 a.m. more than 100 
persons mov ed to the crest of a hill 
ov erlooking where the .students had 
been shot. Faculty observ ers wearing 
y ellow armbands watched. 
Before the a rrests beg an, the 
protestors were read the judg e's order 
to leav e the area and then indiv idual 


copies were distributed. Demon- 
.strators then collected the copies and 
deposited them in a waste can. 
Demonstrators were protesting 
pending con.struction of an annex to a 
g >-mnasium near the site of the deaths 
and wounding of nine others on May 4, 
1970. 
Residents of the make-shift Tent 
City v oted Monday nig ht to defy the 
court order to leav e the campus before 
the deadline. 
After a fiery , four-hour discussion, 
about 200 of the 300 protestors present 
walked to a spot in the meeting room 
sig nify ing they would rather be 
arrested than leav e their encampment 
near where Kent State officials plan to 


build a $6 million g y mnasium annex 
Portag i County (bjmmon Pleas 
Court J udg e J oseph Kainrad issued a 
temporary restraining order Monday 
afternoon directing the coalition 
memb'rs to leav e by 8 a m today after 
61 day s of protest And in a concession 
to the demonstrators, the order also 
delay ed temporarily the univ ersity 's 
construction plans.

O hio Senate O Ks

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP > - A senator 
has won 30-0 floor approv al of a 
watered down measure that could help 
some Ohioans obtain loans to insulate 
their homes ag ainst nex t winter's 
heating bills. 
But Sen. Michael Schwarzwalder 
conceded Monday nig ht that his 
measure, after leng thy hearing s in 
committee, had emerg ed as “ a mere 
shadow of its former self." 
Schwarzwalder, D-16 Columbus, 
serv ing 
his 
first 
term 
in 
the 
leg islature, wanted to require Ohio's 
g as and electric utilities to make the 
loans. 
But after strong lobby ing by utilities 
among the nine members of the Senate 
Energ y and Public Utilities Com­ 
mittee, the bill prov ides only that 
utilities will furnish consumers with 
‘‘lists” of where to find insulation 
suppliers, contractors, and lending 
institutions. 
His bill was sent to the House as the 
upper chamber returned from the 
weekend a day ahead of the lower 
chamber to beg in deliberations for the 
week. The House was to conv ene 
today , with a handful of routine 


measures on its calendar. 
Senators also approv ed a bill ex ­ 
tending the life of the Ohio J oint 
Underwriters Association (J UA), a 
prog ram the leg islature established to 
aid doctors and hospitals in obtaining 
medical malpractice insurance. 


llie J UA was created in J uly 19 7 5 to 
help resolv e a malpractice insurance 
crisis in Ohio, and apparently helped.

To Be Cairn 
A nd Cool 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) — The 
13 members of the Org anization of 
Petroleum 
Ex porting 
Countries 
(OPEC) open a two-day meeting today 
on a conciliatory note toward their 
customers in the industrialized West 
and with no immediate price increase 
in prospect. 
“ We don’t want to upset the world 
economy by raising the price too 
hig h,” said J amshid Amouzeg ar, 
Iran’s interior minister and one of 
OPEC’s price hawks in the past. The 
uiroads which Saudi Arabian price- 
cutting made into Iran’s sales earlier 
this y ear apparently had an effect. 
Another price increase is not on the 
ag enda for the semi-annual meeting . 
The issue has been put off until the end 
of the y ear as a result of the recent 
ag reement that ended the split in the 
international oil cartel and ev ened out 
the 19 7 7 price increase at 10 per cent. 
U st December, 11 OPEC members 
decided on a two-step price increase of 
10 per cent in J anuary and 5 per cent in 
J uly . 
But 
Saudi 
Arabia. 
OPEC’s 
big g est producer, and the United Arab 
Emirates broke with the others and 
unposed a sing le 5 per cent hike. 
The rift ended when Saudi Arabia 
and the UAE ag reed to raise their base 
price another 5 per cent, to 10 per cent, 
while the others abandoned the 5 per 
cent increase due on J uly 1. 
Sheik Ahmed Zaui Yamani, the 
Saudi oil minister, told reporters 
Monday that his new price increase 
was “ based mainly on a desire to lower 
the av erag e cost of oil in the world.” 
He ex plained that had Saudi Arabia 
and the UAE not increased their 
prices, the other OPEC members who 
ex port twice as much oil would hav e 
g one ahead with their 5 per cent in­ 
crease. Thus the Saudi-UAE increase 
actually meant a lower av erag e price, 
he said. 
Amouzeg ar told reporters he found 
the world situation improv ed, par­ 
ticularly relations between dev eloping 
and industrialized countries.

He was 
sentenced later by U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica to serve six y ears and 
eight months to 20 y ears. 
Sinca denied Liddy 's motion for 
reduction of sentence on grounds that 
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Liddy “ has not shown the court the 
slightest remorse or regret for his 
actions and has not given the court 
even a hint of contrition or sorrow ” 
But in hu commutation order, the 
President said “the ends of justice do 
not require that the aforesaid sentence 
be served in its entirety .” 
Liddy ’s refusal to tell the grand jury 
what he k new about W atergate 
brought him the stiffest sentence of all 
the 25 men sent to prison in the af­ 
term ath of the break -in and cover-up 
He defied not only the grand jury , but 
also a committee of the House and was 
held in contempt by both.

DETROIT (AP) - Jurors con­ 
sidering the fate of two nurses accused 
of poisoning patients apparently set a 
record for deliberations Monday , but 
sources said they were only a little 
more than three-quarters of the way 
through the case.

“But this certainly does not say it 
would not work in some tumor in some 
other sy stem," the researcher said 
The tests, one started about the first 
of the y ear, the other in the spring, 
involved "nude mice” — hairless 
creatures who have no thy mus and 
thus 
“no ability 
to 
recognize 
a 
transplant, either an organ or sk in, 
from another species. They have no 
immunity sy stem to reject a tran­ 
splant,” Houchens said. 
In this case, human breast and colon 
cancer was transplanted in the mice in 
what provided “close to a human 
situation. This has not been done 
before. You don’t have the total human 
picture, but at least they are human 
tumors, and they do maintain their 
human c ha racteristics,” Houchens 
said. 
In the first test, Laetrile was used 
alone against the tumors; in the 
second the researchers added beta 
glucosidase, “an enzy me which is 
supposed to release the active com­ 
ponent of I^aetrile.” 
Each test took about three months.

represents a significant milestone. He 
said it follows up on other recent laws 
to ease the plight of the mentally ill 
and mentally retarded. Two such acts 
provided bills of rights for both groups, 
and a third requires national in­ 
stitutional accreditation by 1974. 
“This is not a zoning law. It doesn’t 
tell cities how to zone their land,” 
Leonard said. He pointed out that 
under the measure, homes for families 
of up to eight members, or group 
homes for nine to sixteen members, 
must comply with existing zoning 
requirements on such things as space, 
lot size, appearance, and other locally 
controlled criteria. 
Rep. Richard H. Finan, R-19 Cin­ 
cinnati, attempted to amend the bill to 
restrict homes for the retarded to 
neighborhoods zoned for multifamily 
dwellings. 
His amendment was tabled by a 56- 
39 vote after long debate, despite a 
fevered speech in which he ad­ 
monished House members that their 
constituents would resent state en­ 
croachment into local matters. “Many 
of us campaigned on the idea that local 
officials are best suited to handle local 
problems,” Finan told the House. 
He also noted that the bill placed no 
age restrictions on retarded occupants 
of the homes. “Many of them are over 
18,” Finan said.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — There’s

proclamation of Gov. Otis R. Bowen.

It was pointed out that there are 
already 95 homes for the mentally 
retarded in the state which are 
operated for profit. 
Leonard and 
others said there was no reason for 
them to be excluded from the thrust of 
the legislation.

NEW YORK (A Fi — The biggest 
guessing game in economic circles 
today is what the consumer will be 
doing m the marketplace over the next 
few months. 
Nobody really can say with cer­ 
tainty No economist can admit that to 
be the case 
After painfully hacking one’s way 
through tangled acres of analyses and 
great silos of statistics, about the only 
possible conclusion that can 
be 
reached is that 
yes, it is just a 
guessing game. 
And yet the guesses must be made, 
because the expansion’s continuation 
depends on consumer buying attitudes. 
Food, clothing, automobile, furniture 
production schedules demand such 
information. 
The conventional view is that con­ 
sumer buying has done its job of 
getting the economy moving forward 
and that now it must take a rest while 
business spends to expand its plant and 
equipment. 
Business investment lias been slow 
to pick up, however, causing every 
analyst in America to return to the 
statistics in hopes that some additional 
source of energy can be found in the 
consumer area. 
Some are finding it, some aren’t 
Citibank, second largest commercial 
bank in the nation, "sees no reason 
why consumer markets should not 
continue to advance throughout the 
remainder of 1977,” according to its 
publication “ Economic Week." 
Chase, the third largest, sees a 
"slowdown coming 
in consumer 


buying.” It’s publication, "In te r­ 
national F in a n ce," for corporate 
customers and correspondent banks, 
gives this analysis: 
"It is not likely that ihe consumer 
share 
of 
Gross 
National 
Product 
(rather high at about 65 per cent) will 
rise further, and probable that it will 
begin to drop back That is, consumer 
spending in the next year or two will 
rise, at most, about as fast as total 
GNP.” 
Most attempts to dope out what the 
consumer will do focus on the rate of 
savings, which fell to a very low level 
of 4 8 per cent of income in the first 
quarter of 1977, compared to a more 
normal 6.5 to 7 per cent. 
Those who foresee a slowdown m 
consumer spending are inclined to 
base at least part of their argument on 
the assumption that a return to a more 
typical 
savings pattern 
is 
almost 
inevitable. 
Others are less certain. 
Goldman Sachs, the securities firm, 
even wonders if a new pattern of less 
saving might be developing because of 
a shift in population "toward the 
relatively young and old who tend to be 
dissavers, and the increasing role of 
social 
insurance 
programs, 
which 
reduces the need for some personal 
savings.” 
The level of consumer debt is also a 
focus of analyses. 
As Citibank puts it, "Consumers 
have been on a borrowing spree since 
.January,” with the volume of credit 
extended breaking records in several 
months of 1977.

'Tennis players bring their own 
emotions, tensions, personalities and 
egos onto the court along with their 
rackets, and the result is often a 
conflict between their idealized self- 
image and the reality of their actual 
needs,” said Drs. Alvin Kahn and 
Stanley 
H. 
Cath, 
practicing 
psychiatrists at Beth Israel Hospital in 
Boston, 
Thus, tennis players (though they 
don’t realize it) "a re playing against 
themselves as well as the person 
across the net. 
"Many of 
these 
players 
berate 
themselves when they miss a shot, 
often because they think they are 
better than they actually are. 
"These inner dialogues and 
un­ 
fulfilled expectations reflect the dif­ 
ference between the ideal self and the 
actual self. Everyone has a vision of 
what he or she looks like when playing 
tennis — but unfortunately the image 
is usually a misleading illusion of 
mastery and control.” 
The psychiatrists continue: “ When 
players discover the gulf between 
fantasy and reality, their self-esteem 
is endangered. Humiliation is a con­ 
stant threat on the tennis court, and 
there’s no place for the ego to hide.” 
Drs. Kahn and Cath’s deep concern, 
which is obviously important since 
Psychology Today printed their entire 
treatise, goes deeper than the tennis 
player’s individual problem. Those 
around the player — his-her wife or 
husband, children, business associates 
all may suffer at the whim of the 
player’s game 
"If healthy pride and self-worth are 
intact off the court, the frustrations of 
unpredictable or unsuccessful 
per­ 
formance at tennis can usually be 
endured. If other sources of self­ 
esteem exist — a loving mate, a 
supportive partner, a successful 
career — one should be able to keep 
some sense of proportion, and absorb 
the letdown of a badly played game.” 
However, a relatively few tennis 
players have it all together m their 
personal and business lives. Not every 
wife or husband is going to be waiting 
at home with a backrub, a cold drink, 
and an eagerness to psychologically 
counsel and console a tennis player 
after a losing match. 
And if that support isn’t present 
watch out 
. . . 
As the psychiatrists lam ented, 
"Unhappily, many people look upon 
tennis as a measure of their own worth 
as 
human 
beings: 
My 
backhand 
stinks; therefore I stink. An erratic 
volley becomes a reflection of an 
unstable personality. An off day is no 
longer just an off day; it indicates 
some sort of character failure.” 
The answer to the question, "would 
you want your daughter (or son) to 
marry a tennis player?” must be a 
qualified yes-and-no. 
The marriage could conceivably 
work out if the fiance is highly suc­ 
cessful in business, plays a fine steady 
game of tennis, and is willing to un­ 
dergo psychiatric testing 
which 
ultimately reveals that he-she has a 
healthy and stable self-image which 
can withstand tensions and even defeat 
at the net. 
Otherwise, encourage your offspring 
to fall in love with a golfer. 
Golfers are self-destructive, too; but 
it is a much slower game and a golf 
player can sometimes survive intact 
for as long as 30 years before his ego 
finally capsizes.

NICOSIA, Cy prus (AP) — When an 
Arab sheik pulls into a g asoline station 
in the Persian Gulf emirate of Dubai, 
he is likely to be driv ing a big g as 
g uzzler and be proud of it. 
But he also may hav e to wait in line 
for an half hour either because of a 
shortag e of g asoline or station at* 
tendants. He may also hav e to pump 
his own g as by hand because of 
f.equent blackouts, pay U.S. prices to 
fill up his tank and buy imported motor 
oil. 
Residents of the Persian Gulf states, 
which produce nearly one-third of the 
world’s petroleum, are larg ely in­ 
different to energ y conserv ation. But 
some Persian Gulf consumers hav e 
more trouble g etting their fuel than 
many consumers in 
the 
Western 
countries that don’t hav e plentiful oil. 
The reason for this anomaly is that 


the Gulf states ex port more than 9 5 per 
cent of their petroleum, only recently 
finding out how much they need of it 
themselv es. 
With thousands of big foreig n cars 
being imported ev ery y ear and 
booming 
economic 
dev elopment 
putting a strain on power sources, fuel 
shortag es and blackouts are common 
m the Gulf. 
But few seem seriously bothered, 
“ Nobody worries about energ y in the 
Gulf,” say s a resident of Dubai. “ Most 
local Arabs hav e two larg e American 
cars that use a g allon ev ery 12 miles,”

Fluoridation 
Continues 
To Spread 


ATLANTA (AP) — Dentists said it 
would prev ent tooth decay . Opponents 
feared it was a communist plot. But 
despite the controv ersy of the 19 50s 
and 19 60s, the fluoridation of water has 
spread across the country . 
To date, 6,7 9 5 American com­ 
munities hav e fluoridated water — up 
from 5,000 in 19 7 1 — say s the federal 
Center for 
Disease Control 
here. 
Officials of the center also report that 
the fluoride issue is aliv e and kicking 
in sev eral parts of the country . 
“ Some of this is due to ultra­ 
conserv atism and some can be at­ 
tributed to misinformed public of­ 
ficials,” said Dr. William Bock, chief 
of dental disease prev ention at the 
CDC. 
“ Some research discrediting the 
g ood that fluoridation does is g iv en 
g reat publicity , but many other studies 
which refute the charg es are nev er 
circulated,” he said in an interv iew. 
“ This is one of the g reat problems. 
There still are nationwide efforts to try 
to ban fluoridation.” 
According to the CDC, more than 105 
million persons in the United States 
liv e 
in 
communities 
that 
hav e 
fluoridated water, a 6.4 per cent in­ 
crease ov er the number in 19 69 . 
The federal fig ures, current as of 
Dec. 31, 19 7 5, show that in addition to 
the communities that fluoridate their 
water, there are 2,630 communities 
that hav e a natural fluoride lev el that 
prov ides the same protection. 
Doctors and dentists widely accept 
fluoridation as the best way to prev ent 
tooth decay . The American Medical

manual refers to fluoride as an 
“ essential nutrient.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Conv icted 
assassin Sirhan B. Sirhan’s attorney 
say s his client will seek court per­ 
mission to return to the Ambassador 
Hotel where he shot Sen. Robert 
Kennedy in 19 68. 
Superv isor Kenneth Hahn, who 
v isited Sirhan in Soledad Prison on 
J une 2, said he receiv ed the in­ 
formation in a letter from Sirhan’s 
attorney , Godfrey Isaac. 
Hahn and another county superv isor 
v isited Sirhan as part of a county in­ 
v estig ation to resolv e whether Sirhan 
acted alone in the assassination. 
Hahn said Monday that Isaac wants 
to see if a return to the hotel will jog 
Sirhan’s memory about the shooting . 
Sirhan’s defense at his trial was that 
he had blanked out and couldn’t 
remember 
any thing 
about

assassination. 


In most Arab oil-producing coun­ 
tries, the price of domestic g asoline 
and oil is susidized and therefore 
cheap A g allon of g asoline in Saudi 
Arabia costs 13 cents, in Kuwait 15 
cents and the emirate of Qatar 31 
cents, while Americans pay an 
av erag e price of 65 cents a g allon and 
Britons $1,46. 
But in poorer oil-producing states, 
such as the northern emirates on the 
Persian Gulf, g as prices are not 
subsidized, and it costs an av erag e of 
68 cents a g allon. 
Dubai, which produces more than 
100 million barrels of crude oil each 
y ear, has to import nearly two million 
barrels of refined oil to meet its local 
needs. 
Qatar imports its refined oil and 
g asoline from European and other 
foreig n refineries. Because of the 
increasing 
cost of supporting 
oil 
princes, Qatar is hav ing second 
thoug hts about its subsidy prog ram. 
But most Middle East oil-producing 
countries consider subsidy their duty , 
and also do not tax motor fuel. 
“ Oil is a social serv ice in the Gulf 
countries,” said one foreig n oil 
company ex ecutiv e. “ Economics don’t 
come into it. Their philosophy is: How 
can we charg e for it when it’s coming 
out of the g round.” 
Periodic shortag es of g asoline and 
motor oil in the Gulf come from 
distribution problems and are neither 
permanent nor serious. The big energ y 
crisis in the Arab countries comes 
from a lack of power facilities. 
Blackouts are particularly common 
in the Gulf during the summer when 
air conditioners are g oing constantly , 
more than doubling the power load m 
homes and offices. 
The small emirate of Sharjah, where 
the temperature tops 100 in the shade 
and the humidity is more than 9 0 per 
cent, is now ex periencing eig ht-hour- 
long power cuts. This means one 
district of Sharjah doesn't hav e any 
electricity one day , and another area 
suffers the nex t day . 
Ev en Iran, blessed with water to run 
hy droelectric power sta tions, has 
launched a blanket public campaig n to 
sav e energ y . 
Iranian state telev ision and radio 
reg ularly urg es citizens not to run 
their appliances during the peak load 
hours. Factories hav e eliminated one 
of three shifts, shops close early and 
the clocks hav e been turned back an 
hour to reduce day time. 
The wealthy oil producing states also 
subsidize the price of electricity , but 
because of the heav y load on power 
lacilities and the failure of public 
appeals to cut waste, some g ov ern­ 
ments are raising electricity prices. 
Dubai has announced it is dropping 
its subsidy for electricity , which cost 
the state $25 million last y ear and 
would g o up to $35 million this y ear. 
The new measure means that the 
av erag e family ’s electricity bill jumps 
from $50 a month to $200. 
Almost all electric power tn the Gulf 
is fueled by g asoline. 
The lack of concern about sav ing 
energ y in the Gulf states is not just 
mindless ex trav ag ance by wealthy 
sheiks with money to throw around. 
Residents in the emirates don’t like to 
shut off their air conditioners because 
the humidity is so thick it can produce 
a heav y g rowth of mildew within day s 
without air conditioning .

He may also have to pump 
his own gas by hand because of 
frequent blackouts, pay U.S. prices to 
fill up his tank and buy imported motor 
oil. 
Residents of the Persian Gulf states, 
which produce nearly one-third of the 
world’s petroleum, are largely in­ 
different to energy conservation. But 
some Persian Gulf consumers have 
more trouble getting their fuel than 
many consumers in the Western 
countries that don’t have plentiful oil.

Fluoridation 
Continues 
To Spread 


ATLANTA (AP) — Dentists said it 
would prevent tooth decay. Opponents 
feared it was a communist plot. But 
despite the controversy of the 1950s 
and 1960s, the fluoridation of water has 
spread across the country. 
To date, 6,795 American com­ 
munities have fluoridated water — up 
from 5,000 in 1971 — says the federal 
Center for Disease Control here. 
Officials of the center also report that 
the fluoride issue is alive and kicking 
in several parts of the country. 
“Some of this is due to ultra- 
conservatism and some can be at­ 
tributed to misinformed public of­ 
ficials,” said Dr. William Bock, chief 
of dental disease prevention at the 
CDC. 
“Some research discrediting the 
good that fluoridation does is given 
great publicity, but many other studies 
which refute the charges are never 
circulated,” he said in an interview. 
“This is one of the great problems. 
There still are nationwide efforts to try 
to ban fluoridation.” 
According to the CDC, more than 105 
million persons in the United States 
live in communities that have 
fluoridated water, a 6.4 per cent in­ 
crease over the number in 1969. 
The federal figures, current as of 
Dec. 31, 1975, show that in addition to 
the communities that fluoridate their 
water, there are 2,630 communities 
that have a natural fluoride level that 
provides the same protection. 
Doctors and dentists widely accept 
fluoridation as the best way to prevent 
tooth decay. The American Medical 
Association’s 
Drug 
Evaluations 
manual refers to fluoride as an 
“essential nutrient.” 
There is considerable controversy 
within the medical profession over the 
value of fluoride treatment in helping 
the body retain calcium and prevent or 
alleviate bone diseases.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Convicted 
assassin Sirhan B. Sirhan’s attorney 
says his client will seek court per­ 
mission to return to the Ambassador 
Hotel where he shot Sen. Robert 
Kennedy in 1968. 
Supervisor Kenneth Hahn, who 
visited Sirhan in Soledad Prison on 
June 2, said he received the in­ 
formation in a letter from Sirhan’s 
attorney, Godfrey Isaac. 
Hahn and another county supervisor 
visited Sirhan as part of a county in­ 
vestigation to resolve whether Sirhan 
acted alone in the assassination. 
Hahn said Monday that Isaac wants 
to see if a return to the hotel will jog 
Sirhan’s memory about the shooting. 
Sirhan’s defense at his trial was that 
he had blanked out and couldn’t 
rem em ber 
anything 
about

assassination. 


In most Arab oil-producing coun­ 
tries, the price of domestic gasoline 
and oil is susidized and therefore 
cheap. A gallon of gasoline in Saudi 
Arabia costs 13 cents, in Kuwait 15 
cents and the emirate of Qatar 31 
cents, while Americans pay an 
average price of 65 cents a gallon and 
Britons $1.46. 
But in poorer oil-producing states, 
such as the northern emirates on the 
Persian Gulf, gas prices are not 
subsidized, and it costs an average of 
68 cents a gallon. 
Dubai, which produces more than 
IOO million barrels of crude oil each 
year, has to import nearly two million 
barrels of refined oil to meet its local 
needs. 
Qatar imports its refined oil and 
gasoline from European and other 
foreign refineries. Because of the 
increasing cost of supporting oil 
princes, Q atar is having second 
thoughts about its subsidy program. 
But most Middle East oil-producing 
countries consider subsidy their duty, 
and also do not tax motor fuel. 
“Oil is a social service in the Gulf 
countries,” said one foreign oil 
company executive. “Economics don’t 
come into it. Their philosophy is: How 
can we charge for it when it’s coming 
out of the ground.” 
Periodic shortages of gasoline and 
motor oil in the Gulf come from 
distribution problems and are neither 
permanent nor serious. The big energy 
crisis in the Arab countries comes 
from a lack of power facilities. 
Blackouts are particularly common 
in the Gulf during the summer when 
air conditioners are going constantly, 
more than doubling the power load in 
homes and offices. 
The small emirate of Sharjah, where 
the temperature tops IOO in the shade 
and the humidity is more than 90 per 
cent, is now experiencing eight-hour- 
long power cuts. This means one 
district of Sharjah doesn’t have any 
electricity one day, and another area 
suffers the next day. 
Even Iran, blessed with water to run 
hydroelectric power stations, has 
launched a blanket public campaign to 
save energy. 
Iranian state television and radio 
regularly urges citizens not to run 
their appliances during the peak load 
hours. Factories have eliminated one 
of three shifts, shops close early and 
the clocks have been turned back an 
hour to reduce daytime. 
The wealthy oil producing states also 
subsidize the price of electricity, but 
because of the heavy load on power 
tacilities and the failure of public 
appeals to cut waste, some govern­ 
ments are raising electricity prices. 
Dubai has announced it is dropping 
its subsidy for electricity, which cost 
the state $25 million last year and 
would go up to $35 million this year. 
The new measure means that the 
average family’s electricity bill jumps 
from $50 a month to $200. 
Almost all electric power in the Gulf 
is fueled by gasoline. 
The lack of concern about saving 
energy in the Gulf states is not just 
mindless extravagance by wealthy 
sheiks with money to throw around. 
Residents in the emirates don’t like to 
shut off their air conditioners because 
the humidity is so thick it can produce 
a heavy growth of mildew within days 
without air conditioning. 


And the taste of big gas-thirsty cars 
is not just a matter of prestige but 
comfort.

CLEVELAND (AP) — Take heart 
little guys. 
A Cleveland company, so small it 
only has four employees, took on the 
federal bureaucracy and held on until 
it won. 
Piping Systems Inc., with two of­ 
ficers and two workers, bid on a 
project at NASA’s Lewis Research 
Center. It was a Small Business 
Administraton “ set-aside,” a job 
reserved for businesses with revenues 
of not more than $15 million over the 
last three years. 
PSI was well below that limit since it 
has never made more than $250,000 a 
year. 
But the low bidder on the project 
turned out to be a company which PSI 
President Ginny Holmok and Vice 
President-Treasurer Joan Miller were 
certain was a big business.

Meanwhile the General Accounting 
Office in Washington, Dun & Brad- 
street in New York and U.S. Rep. 
Ronald Mottl, D-Ohio, all became 
involved in the dispute. 
At first, federal officials told PSI it 
had to prove that its rival was 
unqualified. Mrs. Miller and Mrs. 
Holmok hustled and got the proof. 
But then the bureaucrats said it was 
too late. The deadline for objections 
was passed. PSI complained that it 
had never known of any deadline, but 
the federal employes replied that the 
deadline was clearly detailed in the 
government regulations. 
Nevertheless the little company 
persevered with its objection, and 
finally from the tangle of red tape and 
regulations emerged the low bidder of 
record. 
PSI was awarded the contract for 
$12,700.

News of the Energy Research and 
Development Administration’s an­ 
nouncement Monday in Washington to 
proceed with the full $4 billion-plus 
expansion of the Piketon plant caught 
area officials by surprise. 


“I was stunned because there was 
some indication the announcement 
would not be made until this fall,” said 
Secrest. “I was shocked—but I was 
quite pleased to hear about it. Just 
walking 
up 
the 
street, 
every 
businessman, you could see a new 
smile on their face.” 


The continuing saga of the “atomic 
plant,” as natives refer to it, has had 
residents on edge for months with a 
flood of stop-go announcements from 
Washington, campaign promises made 
and for a 
while forgotten, 
and 
maneuvering by politicans in Ohio and 
Tennessee. 


“All that had an adverse effect, 
Secrest said. “It was ‘go,’ then it was 
put on hold. And all that talk about Oak 
Ridge (Tennessee—an alternate site 
considered). People became very 
tight-lipped. Now this has had a very 
positive effect on the whole com­ 
munity.” 


“A great number of people have 
been working a long time to secure 
this,” said Mayor Jones. “We thought 
we had it on gas diffusion. Then it went 
to a centrifuge operation and it started 
the fight all over again. Now it finally 
appears we will be successful in 
locating the plant here. It will mean a 
great deal to Portsmouth, which has 
the highest unemployment rate in 
Ohio.” 
For Glenn Ison, financial secretary 
of Plumbers and Steam Fitters Local 
577, the announcement was “the 
greatest thing that has ever happened 
to this community — to the tri-state 
area.” 


The 450 members of Local 577 have 
been out of work much of the last two 
years. About IOO men found some work 
out of the Ashland, Ky., local across 
the river. All are now busy on an ad­ 
dition to the U.S. Chemical plant, but 
that will end in October, Ison said. 


So for him, the uranium plant ex­ 
pansion means “full employment. We 
will be able to relieve (the unem­ 
ployment of) several of these locals. 
We can take up the slack for Colum­ 
bus.” 
And for Mrs. Conley, it means a 
chance at a real job for her son Dennis, 
just out of high school, who has been 
able to scrounge only part-time work 
this summer. 
“He went up there (to the present 
plant) twice after he graduated but 
they told him they weren’t hiring. 
Maybe now he can get a job. 
“This sure is good news,” Mrs. 
Conley beamed.

Barnard 
To Enter 
Politics

CINCINNATI (AP) - Noted heart 
surgeon Dr. Christiaan Barnard says 
he plans to retire soon from surgery 
and use his operating room fame to 
gain attention for his political beliefs. 
“I see politics as a method I can use 
to continue the alleviation of human 
suffering,” said Barnard, who is 
participating in the International 
Institute on Health Care and Human 
Values here this week. 
“I sometimes feel my whole life is so 
futile when I’ve spent the whole day 
trying to save one person and I walk 
out of the operating room and read that 
IO persons have been executed.” 
Barnard — who performed the first 
human heart transplant in 1967 — 
expressed resentment of President 
Carter’s policies toward his native 
South Africa. 
“They are pushing us to the brink of 
a horrible future because of their 
misunderstanding. People like Carter 
and Andrew Young have a terrible 
misconception about comparing South 
African blacks to American blacks,” 
he said. “It’s much more correct to 
compare South African whites to 
American blacks.” 
Barnard explained that both groups 
are minorities, both are discriminated 
against, and they both have lost their 
cultural and linguistic ties to their 
heritage.

As of Feb. 
I, the Agriculture 
Department said Monday, the total 
value of U.S. farm real estate was a 
record $495.5 billion, a 16 per cent gain 
and $67.9 billion more than a year 
earlier. 
“The value of farmland is expected 
to continue upward by another 8 to IO 
per cent during the coming year, but 
the actual amount depends largely on 
domestic and foreign demand for our 
farm commodities,” the department’s 
outlook board said in a preliminary 
report. 
Last year’s net farm income was 
$23.3 billion. Thus, the jump in real 
estate value was almost triple the 
amount of farm profits in 1976. 
The average value of a single farm 
nationally was $180,300 as of Feb. I, the 
report said. That was up about $26,000 
from the average price a year earlier. 
Average values of farmland per 
acre, which had been disclosed earlier 
this year, rose to $456 as of Feb. I from 
$390 an acre on Feb. I, 1976. 
According to real estate reports used 
by USDA to gather the statistics, a 
“scarcity of listings” will continue to 
be a major factor in pushing up land 
prices in the coming year. 
Nationally, some 108,000 farm units 
were sold during the year, an increase 
of eight-tenths of I per cent from 1975, 
officials said.

minstrative law judge on Monday took 
under advisement a Lima school 
district surprise motion that could 
delay the hearing there on charges the 
school board deliberately segregated 
elementary schools. 
The motion came after school at­ 
torney Frank Cory spent nearly 14 
hours questioning Ortha 0. Barr, 
director of the Cleveland Office of Civil 
Rights, a division of the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare iHEW ) 
In response to questions, Barr ad­ 
mitted HEW does not yet have a 
program by program analysis of areas 
which would be effected if the district 
lost federal funds. 
HEW has charged the city school 
board '‘created and maintained" 
segregated elementary schools. The 
district faces the loss of federal funds 
if its is found to 
have caused 
segregation in those schools. Judge 
John C. Castelli, an administrative law 
judge, will make that determination at 
the end of the current hearings. 
Cory contended “such a program by 
program analysis must be initiated 
prior to start of a hearing” on 
allegations of noncompliance with 
Title VI of the 1964 Civil Rights Act. 
Citing court cases to back his con­ 
tention, Cory said ‘ We would ask the 
court to recess the proceedings until 
such an analysis is presented" to the 
school district. 
Jack Gould, co-counsel for HEW, 


said he could not adequately argue 
against the motion since he had so 
little tune to prepare for it. He said, 
however, that two other recent court 
cases snow the proceedings could take 
place without the analysis Cory asked 
for. 
The judge asked both lawyers to 
provide copies of the court cases they 
had cited in regards to Cory’s motion. 
Castelli also promised to make a 
decision on the motion as soon as 
possible. 
Also in court Monday Cory drew 
attention to a 1975 letter in which HEW 
outlined its charges against the district 
and he zeroed in on figures HEW 
presented regarding one school's 
racial makeup in the early to mid 
1950s. 
Cory contended that the school had 
always been predominately white, not 
black as HEW charged and that it had 
been changing to a closer white-black 
balance right along.

It was Activity Hour at a summer 
camp, and a group of boys were having 
a water fight on the grass. One 
youngster, making a quick turn, 
skidded and hit the ground with a thud. 
Upshot: a damage suit against the 
camp. 
“Grass is slippery when wet,” noted 
the boy’s attorney in a court hearing. 
“ The counselor in charge had no 
business allowing such a dangerous 
game." 
But the court decided the game was 
not unusually dangerous, at least in 
terms of the camping life. Holding the 
camp not liable the judge said he did 
not want to “ so sterilize camping 
activities as to render it sedentary.” 
This is the law’s usual attitude — 
that recreation at camp is expected to 
include some degree of risk. Courts 
take a similar view with regard to the 
condition of camp grounds. Thus: 
At another camp a rustic trail led 
from the bunks to the social hall. 
Walking there one night, a boy strayed 
off the trail and collided with a tree. 
Could the camp be held liable for 
having failed to string lights along the 
pathway? 
A court said no, because darkness 
was appropriate to camping at­ 
mosphere. The judge commented: 
“ Floodlighting the woods would be 
unfair to (campers) who seek the 
adventure of living closer to nature, 
participating in astronomical study at 
night or bird study before dawn.” 
Still, hazards must be kept within 
reasonable limits.

Flexitim e 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - An 
in­ 
creasing number of government 
agencies and private industries are 
allowing their employes to work when 
they want to, National Geographic 
says. 
The new system, called “ flexitime,” 
doesn’t cut back the number of hours a 
person spends on the job. It just lets 
people decide, within limits, when to 
start and stop. Those that come in 
early quit early, and employes can 
chose to work more than eight hours a 
day in order to have a three-day 
weekend. 
The idea grew out of a Munich air­ 
craft plant’s effort in 1968 to end tie- 
ups when shifts changed. The concept 
spread and by the end of 1976 cor­ 
porations in 
Britain. France, the 
Netherlands, Japan and the Scan­ 
dinavian countries had instituted 
flexitime. 
Advocates of the plan say it reduces 
absenteeism and tardiness and boosts 
morale as well as eases traffic. Paul 
Dickson, in his book “ 'Hie Future Of 
The 
W orkplace,’’ 
reported 
that 
flexitime saved the Munich plant 
$40,000 a month.

Spain Sets 
Devaluation 


MADRID (AP) — The Spanish 
government suspended all foreign 
exchange trading today and private 
banking sources said the government 
was planning to devalue the peseta by 
25 to 35 per cent.

Carter has given tentative approval 
for the production of neutron weapons, 
a published report says. 
Carter 
relayed 
his decision 
on 
Monday to Sen. John C. Stennis, D- 
Miss., chairman of the Senate Armed

Committee 
and 
floor 
manager of a bill providing funding for 
the weapons. The Washington Post 
said in today’s editions. 
A White House spokesman declined 
to comment on the report. 
Citing administration sources, the 
newspaper said the President is 
reserving the right to change his mind 
on the weapons issue pending com­ 
pletion of a comprehensive 
in­ 
teragency study of the subject by mid- 
August. 
Carter’s decision apparently was 
aimed at heading off a possible Senate 
rejection of funding for the weapons, 
which is provided for in a section of the 
fiscal 1978 public works bill covering 
the Energy Research and Develop­ 
ment Administration (ERD A ). The 
President’s flexibility in making a 
final decision on the weapons would be 
limited by a congressional veto of 
production funds. 
’The Senate was expected to resume 
debate on the bill today or Wednesday. 
Although the administration ap­ 
proved and sent the ERD A fiscal 1978 
budget to Congress in February, the 
President apparently was unaware of 
its provisions for production of neutron 
weapons until news stories disclosed 
that fact. 
Sources said Carter’s preliminary 
approval of the weapons funding was 
based on an initial analysis of the 
neutron program 
by the

Department. The President has said 
he will make a final decision by late 
August.

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Columbia Gas Sets 
Deal For Reserve 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Columbia 
Gas of Ohio is on the verge of closing a 
deal for six billion cubic feet of out-of- 
state gas to shore up emergency 
supplies, a spokesman for the utility 
has informed Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
The additional fuel could ease 
curtailments next winter on industries

Rhodes, in remarks to newsmen, 
insisted that Ohio drillers can produce 
enough home-state gas from wells 
within the state to meet shortfalls in 
demand next winter. 
“We believe we have enough Ohio 
gas that we can help all of the com­ 
panies and try to meet the disaster we 
had last winter,” Rhodes said at a 
news conference. 
The governor left a two-day energy 
conference with President Carter and 
other governors unconvinced that 
C a rte r’s 
conservation-oriented 
program was the solution to the 
shortages. 
“That is not the answer,” he said. 


“The answer is more production.” 
Rhodes wants 400 more wells drilled 
in Ohio fields before the start of ihe 
next heating season Nov. I. “We have 
enough gas to carry us through,” he 
said.

manager of a bill providing funding for 
the weapons, The Washington Post 
said rn today’s editions. 
A White House spokesman declined 
to comment on the report. 
Citing adnumstration sources, the 
newspaper said the President is 
reserving the right to change his mind 
on the weapons issue pending com­ 
pletion of a comprehensive in­ 
teragency study of the subject by mid- 
August. 
Carter’s decision apparently was 
aimed at heading off a possible Senate 
rejection of funding for the weapons, 
which is provided for in a section of the 
fiscal 1978 public works bill covering 
the Energy Research and Develop­ 
ment Administration (ERDA). The 
President’s flexibility in making a 
final decision on the weapons would be 
limited by a congressional veto of 
production funds. 
The Senate was expected to resume 
debate on the bill today or Wednesday. 
Although the administration ap­ 
proved and sent the ERDA fiscal 1978 
budget to Congress in February, the 
President apparently was unaware of 
its provisions for production of neutron 
weapons until news stories disclosed 
that fact. 
Sources said Carter’s preliminary 
approval of the weapons funding was 
based on an initial analysis of the 
neutron program by the Defense 
Department. The President has said 
he will make a final decision by late 
August.
